In response to the call for a meeting of 
the sulphite manufacturers quite a large 
gathering assembled at the Parker House, 
Boston, Mass., last Wednesday. 

This meeting was the second recently 
held, a former meeting having taken place

The need of some kind of concerted ac- 
tion for the mutual benefit of all concerned 
is so génerally admitted that the sulphite 
manufacturers are taking a very lively in- 
terest in this present movement. That in- 
terest is evidenced by the fact, as reported | 
by H. T. Bartow, secretary of the meeting, 
that 88 per cent. of the daily production of | 
sulphite in this country and Canada was | 
represented at the gathering.

The meeting was in session all day long, 
from 10 o'clock in the morning until after | 
dark, with occasional recesses for commit- | 
tee work and refreshments. 

A plan of organization was agreed upon | 
before final adjournment for the time, which 
plan the different representatives of the | 
several concerns will present to their com- 
panies for consideration, and then they will 
report back at another meeting, to be called 
two weeks later. 

The new organization will be known as 
the American Sulphite Fibre Association. | 
The plan of organization was drawn up 
by the following gentlemen, composing a’ 
committee appointed by Chairman N. M. | 
Jones: Theo. P. Burgess, Burgess Sulphite 
Fibre Company; E. T. Harvell, Howland | 
Pulp Company; N. M. Jones, Katahdin | 
Pulp and Paper Company; James Rogers, | 
J. & J. Rogers Company; C. D. Brown, | 
Boston; James Conley, Manufacturing In- | 
vestment Company, and H. T. Bartow, the 
secretary of the meeting. 

The plan of organization submitted by 
the above-named committee is very similar 
to that proposed two years ago. It pro- 
vides for monthly meetings, for an executive 
committee of seven and a board of direct- 
ors, which is practically the whole associa- 
tion, as it is composed of one representa- 
tive from each mill. It also provides for a | 
fine of $500 for selling under the price to be 
fixed by the association, and the same 
amount for each subsequent offence, The 
entrance fee is to be $50, and each mill will 
be required to put up bonds of $500 at the 
time of joining. Special meetings may be 
called within five days at the request of any 
three members. There will be no salaried 
officers. The questions of prices and of 
overproduction will be considered later. 
There will be no central selling agency.

JOHN SARTAIN. 

John Sartain, the eminent engraver and 
artist, and for many years the confidential 
friend of Edgar Allan Poe, died at his home 
in Philadelphia October 25, aged eighty- 
nine years. He was born in London, Eng- 
land, on October 24, 1808. He came to 
the United States in 1830. In England he 
had studied painting under John Barley and 
Henry Richter, and in Philadelphia he be- 
came the pupil of Joshua Shaw and Manuel 
J. de Francas. He was the first to intro- 
duce the use of mezzotints in this country. 


James E. Spears. 

James Evarts Spears, who had been con- 
nected with the blank book trade practically 
all his life, died at his late home, 477 Frank- 
lin avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y., Uctober 23. 

James E. Spears was born in Belcher- 
town, April, 1850, and began 
his business career as bookkeeper and order 
clerk in the manufacturing department of 
the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

Here he was thrown more or less in con- 
tact with Dr. J. G. Holland, who later be- 
came the editor of the Century Magazine, 
and was also known to the public as a lec- 
turer and essayist, Samuel Bowles, the old- 
time editor and forceful writer, Clark W. 
Bryan and J. F. Tapley, a practical binder 
and now senior member of the bookbinding 
firm of J. F. Tapley & Co., New York, 
who, with others, composed the firm of 
Samuel Bowles & Co. 

When the firm was dissolved in 1872 Dr. 
Holland retired, and the last two named 
gentlemen took over the manufacturing de- 
partment, which was conducted under the 
name of the Clark W. Bryan Compatiy. 
Mr. Spears went with the new house. 

In 1879 the Clark W. Bryan Company 
sold its blank book business to Winkley, 
Thorp & Drésser, Boston, and Mr. Spears 
went with them in the capacity of a travel- 
ing salesman. This firm soon after dis- 
solved partnership, but was succeeded by the 
Thorp Manufacturing Company, composed 
of E. G. Thorp and Mr. Spears, who was 
secretary. The company manufactured 
blank and scrap books. This partnership 
did not prove successful, and the business 
was sold out to Koch, Sons & Co., with 
whom Mr. Spears was also connected. 

This was in 1886, and soon afterward Mr. 
Spears associated himself with the National 
Blank Book Company, Holyoke, Mass., as 
manager and superintendent. He soon re- 
signed this position, and in 1888 went with 
the J. G. Shaw Blank Book «Company, 
New York, again as a traveling salesman. 
He had not been in its employ long before 
he was recalled from a Western tour and 
placed in charge of the manufacturing de- 
partment, which position he held up to the 
time of his death. 


Mass., 


Frank P. Tyler, secretary and treasurer 
of the American Paper Company, died or 
typhoid fever on the evening of Sunday, 
October 24, aged forty-three years. Mr. 
Tyler had been sick ever since the 28th of 
September, the date on which the company 
failed. Mr. Tyler was a nephew of J. W.

In other cases, however, the imitators have 
been beyond the reach of law, and they 
have been able to build a profitable busi- 
ness, the foundation of which is another 
man’s work. Ata recent meeting of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation in this 
city, Morris S. Wise presented a paper on 
“American Trade Marks and How to Pro- 
tect Them,” in the course of which he says: 


The protection which this valuable species 
of property enjoys at the hands of the law 
in this country is in one respect very broad;

but in the matter of national legislation 
such protection is very meagre and limited, 
and it is the office of this paper, in calling 
attention to the importance of the subject, 
to arouse some interest in the minds of our 
Representatives in Congress, so that neces- 
sary action—too long delayed—may be had 
for the better protection of this very impor- 
tant species of industrial property. Many 
of the States have passed local acts pro- 
viding penal punishment for the counter- 
feiting or imitating of trade marks, or the 
fraudulent substitution of articles in trade; 
and great protection has also been afforded 
in many States in a similar direction by 
the enactment of the pure food laws and 
food adulteration acts. In these days of 
our great interstate commerce, therefore, 
with all the attendant surroundings of a 
high and most progressive civilization, 
which has welded the inhabitants of the 
vast expanse and grand area of territory 
found within the borders of our country 
into one homogeneous people, it is a mat- 
ter of deep regret and of constant commer- 
cial detriment that our national statute 
books should not possess a national trade 
mark law which would to the fullest extent 
of constitutional limitations afford ample 
and complete protection to the marks of 
commerce used and employed in the United 
States: and these national laws should be 
of both a civil and criminal nature, and 
they should be uniform, so that the reme- 
dies of a trade mark owner and their meth- 
ods of enforcement would be similar 
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throughout the whole of the United States. | 


At the present time the only trade mark 
registration law found on the statute books 
of the United States is a law permitting the 
registration in the United States Patent 
Office of a trade mark when the same is 
used in foreign commerce or in trade with 
the Indian tribes. And also a new provision 
of the Dingley bill, providing for the regis- 
tration of domestic trade marks in the 
United States Treasury Department, so as 
to prevent the importation of foreign-made 
goods, whose marks would constitute an 
imitation of American trade marks.

A complete 
equipment of new machinery of the finest 
make had been purchased and put in place 
and the plant was running well up to its 
capacity when the accident took place. 
Among the machines was one which is to 
glue the strip of cloth which joins the leaves 
together.

Miss McCoy was severely burned 
about the neck and chest by the steam, and 
Hart had his nose broken and his face 
severely cut. Their injuries are sufficient 
to cause their detention at home for several 
days. Probably $500 will cover the dam- 
age sustained by the plant, although it will 
hardly reach that figure. The machine will

A patent has been granted for a suction 
box in which the upper longitudinal edges 
thereof are rollers arranged for revolution 
along with the wire of the paper-making 
machine, and the object of the rollers thus 
arranged is to lessen the wear of the wire 
in its passage over the edges of the suc- 
tion box, and consequently to lengthen the 
life of said wire. 

Fig. 1 is a side view of a part of a paper- 
making machine, showing the improve- 
ment applied to it, one of the suction boxes 
being in section.

‘A HOT BOX. 


[WRITTEN FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 
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By James F. Hosart, M. E. 





A hot box in paper-mill machinery means 
loss of time, power and revenue, also dan- 
ger to the mill property, through liability 
to fire. The cause of hot boxes may be 
traced to three things, sometimes one, and 
sometimes a combination of two, or all of 
them. First, insufficient lubrication, next, 
improper bearing; last, shaft out of line. 
Each of these troubles may be sub-divided 
into several branches with different causes. 
The oil may be too small in quantity, or too 
poor in quality. It may be too good for 
the bearings it is to be used on, which will 
also cause trouble. This happens when a 
fine, light oil is used on heavy, slow run- 


ning machinery, which requires a grease 
rather than an oil. It also sometimes hap- 
the oil 


pens that the oiler does not put 
where it will do the most good. He makes 
a pass at the oil hole with the snout of his 
can, but misses, and the oil all runs down 
the: side of the box and eventually drips 
down upon the “old man’s” silk plug hat 
as he is walking underneath. 

As for the bearings, the boxes may be 
out of line, the shaft bent, the babbitt 
metal worn out, the bearings too short, 
dirt in the box, or some one or all of a 
dozen things which can, and do, cause 
trouble. As for the causes that accompany 
shafting out of line, there is a great variety 
to look among for the particular trouble 
met with in any instance. The shaft may 
have become bent by excessive belt pull, 
or the shaft may have been’ full of kinks 
when originally put up. This trouble is 
very common with some makes of shafting 
I could name. Sometimes the rotary strain

twists the shaft out of shape and a section 
will be found to be slightly oval, instead of 
round. This always causes trouble, and it 
is hard to detect and harder yet to cure. 
Some old shafting is particularly apt to 
give trouble in this and a similar manner. 









When shafting has been run for a consid- 
erable time in one direction, it is often quite 
hard to keep the boxes running cool when 
the direction of travel is reversed. There 
is a good reason for this. The fibres of the 
iron or steel have become worn in one di- 
rection something like the teeth of a file, 
and they slip over the surface of the box 
very easily because of their direction. But 
when the “file 
teeth” are all running edge first, and they 
take hold. This action is very small at 
best, or wofst, but it is sufficient to make a 
big difference in the power required to 
drive the shafting of a mill in different di-

ings of a single machine, and sometimes 
causes heating, but in ordinary mill practice 
it does not occur very frequently.

A very frequent cause of box by 
shafting getting out of line 
piling of a few tons of paper or stock on 
the floor either above, below or alongside 
of the shafting. A building which is to be 
used for storage, and still have shafting 
running through it, should be very strongly 
built on an extra good foundation, or else 
the shafting should be supported on entire- 
ly independent harness work, so the vibra- 
tions of the buildings will not be transmit 
ted direct to the machinery. This is usual- 
ly very costly and hard to do, therefore it 
is not attempted. I have often had trouble 
with bearings in the cellar of a mill, and 
had to line up the shafting every time a 
carload of stock was dumped into the rag 
room of the mill. As the rags were used 
the shaft would get out in the opposite di- 
rection, and it would be necessary to bring 
it back again to its original position in or- 
der to make it run cool. 

In another mill the water wheel trans- 
mitted all its power through high-speed 
bevel gearing, and it was necessary to put 
a level on that arrangement every time half 
a dozen pulp cars full of stock were rolled 
on or off the floor in the beater room above 
It did not take long to cure 
few I- 


the wheels. 
this trouble permanently with a 
beams and bolts, but it had been in exis- 
tence for years before I saw it, and the 
wrecking of an expensive pair of gears was 
directly traceable to the cause mentioned 
above. 

Having found what causes hot boxes, the 
next thing is to cure them. But some- 
times we can’t wait to find what causes 
them, or even to cure them, but must do 
something to keep things going while the 
order or the week is run out. Oil is the 
remedy usually firs@applied. If it doesn’t 
work, put on more oil. Then more yet, 
and use heavier oil. This failing, try cylin- 
der oil and Albany grease. Perhaps the 
grease is tried first. Something is pretty 
badly out of shape when a box will not 
stop heating when dosed with Albany 
grease. Cylinder oil mixed with very fine 
plumbago is the last resort, and if the bear- 
ing don’t cool down and you can’t stop, 
then put on the water. 


A hose is the handiest, and does the 
business. The water carries off the heat 
generated by the friction between the 


journal and the box. That is all that water 
does. It gives no aid whatever toward de- 
creasing the friction between the parts, 
therefore, as soon as possible, stop and 
take down the offending bearing and see 
what the trouble is. In some cases water 
does do some good besides carrying off 
heat, for when there is dirt the box, 
causing heating, the water may wash it out, 
thus curing the disease. 

When water has been used to cool a box, 
and it is not practicable to take down the 
bearing and clean it before trying oil again, 
it is well to use strong soda water as a me- 
dium between the water and oil. After us- 
ing water, it is hard to get oil between the 
surfaces, and heating will frequently com- 
mence again just because the surfaces are 
dry and the water in the bearing prevents 
any oil from getting in. Therefore, put in 
some strong soda water, and then com- 
mence with the oil. The soda will combine 
the two, and gradually make the water give 
way to the supply of oil. But the better 
way is to take down the bearing and clean 
it thoroughly before starting up again. By 
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thus doing the cause of the trouble can be 
found, and overhauling never harms a run- 
ning bearing on shaft or machine. 

One of the neatest ways of supplying 
water to a hot bearing is to put a_ short, 
endless rope around the shaft and let the 
loop of the rope hang down into a bucket 
of water. In many cases, a sufficient sup- 
ply of water can be put in to keep down 
the heatings; sometimes in very bad cases 
it will do after the hose has been used and 
the bearing thoroughly wet. 

The correct thing to do when a hot box 
is found is to stop at once and fix it up, if 
you can. If not, do as above described, but 
at the very first opportunity overhaul the 
bearing, find the cause of the trouble, and 
the bearing is a new one, 
scraping is almost always a certain cure, 
other things being right. In this case the 
heating is caused by roughness of the box 
or a pinching of some part of the shaft, 
through the box not being properly fitted. 
This is removed by scraping at once and 
permanently.

Foreign Paper Markets. 


Ecuador. 

George G. Dileiard, consul-general 
Guayaquil, writes: 

Owing to the dreadful condition of the 
city, brought about by the fire of October 
and the immense amount of sickness, the 
health conditions being worse than ever 
known in recent years, I have found it im- 
possible to get any data of value. From 
one-third to one-half of all employees in 
mercantile houses have been sick for the 
last three months, and there is no sign of 
improvement yet. So it is impossible to 
get the attention of anyone long enough 
to give any information of a definite char-

acter. 

I can only report in a general way that 
the great bulk of the papers used by the 
people in general is imported from Spain 
or France, and that used by the com- 
mercial houses, from those countries, Eng- 
land, the United States and Germany. The 
stamped paper of the Government comes 
from the United States or England, some- 
times one, sometimes the other. The bank 
bills are supplied by the American Bank 
Note Company. 

I will say, further, that in a country like 
this such information as is desired could 
only be satisfactorily obtained by an expert 
representative of dealers or manufacturers, 
who would spend weeks or months of in- 
vestigation. The dealers in these countries 
are very loath to give up the secrets of 
their business.

PULP GRINDERS ARE SUBJECT TO THAT LAW OF EVOLUTION, ~—- 


“THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST.” 


HIS cut illustrates The New England Grinder as first made and
